tensive practice In lieaver county. He 
succeeded In arresting Marsh all, and 
brough t h im Ut beaver today.

vllle, th is county, and Is connected 
with some of th e best jieople of th e 
county.” 
A representative of th is paper was 
sent to Smith ’s Ferry at msm to h s>k 
up th e m atter and called at th e iKtme 
of Mrs. Holyer. Th e woman refused 
to talk on th e subject, and no subter­ 
fuge could be adopted to h ave h er 
soeak. 
H. Wallace, fath er of th e 
woman, was th en seen, h ut also kept 
a closed mouth . 
An Intimate friend of th e family 
was th en seen, and after assuring h im

Jime Mendez was a Mexican Indian 
who killed himself in Iblig in .San J<sm, 
C’aL 
At the time of his d*sith Jfsie was 
06 years of age. He had all his life tsam 
an exoeediugly active man. 
Among the daring characters then 
residing in Ban Jtum none ouold ezoel 
him as a rider of wild horses. 
He was 
als4i very ingénions and ooold uni only 
make the fliieat kiuda of lariata, bat 
csmld alau use them in many m’iglual 
waya 
Due day the daring rider came to 
grief. 
By aciiue means be u as thrown 
from a wild mnstaiig, au^^teliig stun- 
ued and made help less by the fall, he 
was dragged for some distanoe in the 
stlrrnp s. 
When Hnally resc'ued, he was 
in a ootiditi<m that would have lieeti 
ante and almost instant death to any 
bat a nuui of wonderful nerve and te- 
uaotty of life. 
Injured and help less, be reouvered suf- 
floieutly to realize that be could uever 
engage in active p ursuits agaiu, aad he 
became very moody and des{x)ndeiit. A 
life in which be was p reiduded from 
daring riding on untrained mustangs 
had no efaarms for him, and lu the 
midst of his Nufferiiigs from internal in­ 
juries he made fre« |uent threats of sui- 
uide. Once, iu s|jeukiiti| of the matter to 
an lutimate friend, who tried to dis­ 
suade him from the idea, he said that 
when he killeil himmdf it would be 
doue ill such a uianuer that no one 
would ever have any more trouble about 
him. It was thought at the time tliat he 
luteuded to dfowii himstdf iu the sea, 
where his laxly would never be recover­ 
ed. 
Kvery morning for several weeks 
thereafter Jose crawled away from the 
adobe hut in which he and a number of 
utliers lived and oame back quite late 
every evening. Gu thew^ trip s he Paik a 
p ick and shovel and (KHiasiunally a 
p iece of lumlair, no one knew for what 
{mrp ose. 
B« ime sup tsised that he was 
miuiug somewhere. 
By this time he 
had grown ao d(« sp ouduiit as to la^ en­ 
tirely uucomiuuiiicative, and no exjda- 
uatlou of his (Xiuduut oould be obtained 
from him. One evening, as was ex]aa)t- 
ed, the invalid did not return to the 
adola% and the next day a search was 
madeiii the direction in which he went. 
B<jmethiug like a mile from the adobe 
house the searching p arty found a small 
ulearing iu the grass and weeds. To the 
Hurp rimt of every one of the p arty a rode 
board box about 8 feet wide and 6 feet 
loug aud alamt 18 iuuhes in dep th was 
found, lying up side down iu the middle 
of the up eu p latat. 
The box was imme­ 
diately overturned, but nothing but a 
lieap of loose earth was found under It. 
A oloser examination revealed the fact 
that attaidied to the box were a namber 
of p ieoes of lariat 
The exp lanation of 
all this was a mystery, and at Hrst it 
was out oonueettai with the disap iiear- 
anoe uf the Mexican. 
An intimate friend of the missing 
man then made an exp lanation which 
was p ruuuumaal entirely p lausible aud 
o leai^ the mystery. The man said that 
the Mexiuau, after sustaining his in­ 
jury, had beeu eutlrely dep eudeut up uu 
strangers for his sup p ort aud susteuauoe, 
aud he was determined, if p ossible, aft­ 
er he was dead uot to give them any 
more trouble. 
He therefore devised a 
sclieme by which he oould uot ituly kill 
but also, at the same time, bury him- 
self. 
How the thing was managed was 
easily enough determiued by an iusp eo- 
tiou of the grouud. 
The deceased had 
dug a grave, a rather shallow one, iu 
which bis skeleton was found some 
years later. 
After the grave was dug. which re­ 
quired some time, owing to the feeble 
condition of the deceased, he p laced the 
louse « « arth iu a bux that had beeu made 
fur that p urp ose. 
This earth was p ack­ 
ed iu as solid as p ossible by being wet 
aud then alluwt>d to dry agaiu, so that 
when tlie box was carefully sUaal unfits 
side with tiie earth toward the ground 
none uf it fell out. Several lariats were 
then stretched across from the up p er 
side uf the box as it lay across the grave 
to stakes on tlie other sida 
The bux was then carefully balanced, 
so tliut any object tliat might fall on 
the lariats would cause it tu fall over 
the grave and emp ty the earth it con­ 
tained on top of the body. 
In this man­ 
ner the uufurtuuate man not only killed 
but also buried himself almost lu the 
same instant uf time. 
Bo well satistied were those who made 
the surp rising discovery that their theo­ 
ry was ixirrect tiiat they did uot take 
the trouble to dig iu order to aseertaiu 
that the body was underneath. 
The 
theory, however, was further strength­ 
ened by the tindiug of the p istol with 
which the ahcarting bad la<eu done in 
some loiaw earth near the edge of the 
grave. 
It ha« l evidently drop p sai there 
from the suicide's baud after he Hred 
the fatal shot. 
This fact ouuviuced the 
searchers, and they returned without 
making farther iuvestigatious, so that 
the desire of the uufurtuuate that no 
one should be troubled with burying 
him was reaiiaad.

Ile had all his life been 
an exist"!iugly active man. 
Among the daring characters then 
reaidiug In San Joan none ouulri excel 
him aa a rider of wild boreen. 
He wan 
also very ingenioaa and (skiId not only 
make the Annet kinda of larlata, bat 
could alan use them in many original 
waya 
One day the daring rider came to 
grief. 
By nome means he v ia thrown 
from a wild mnatang, an$T»oing atua 
ned and made helpleaa by the fall, he 
was dragged for annie distance in the 
stirrnpa. 
When finally rescued, he was 
in a condition that woald have been 
ante and alnioet instant death to any 
but a man of wonderful nerve aud ta 
nudity ut life. 
Injured and helpUwu, be recovered suf­ 
ficiently to realise that he could never 
engage in active pnrauita again, awd he 
became very moody and dertpondent. A 
life in which be was precluded from 
daring riding on untrained mustangs 
had no charms for him, and in the 
midst of his sufferings from internal in 
juriea he made frequent threats of sui 
cidu. Once, in speaking of the m atter to 
an Intim ate friend, who tried to dis- 
auade him from Hie idea, he said that 
when he killed himself it would be 
done iii such a manner that no one 
woald ever have any more trouble about 
him. It was thought at the tim e that he 
intended to drown himself in the sea, 
where hts body would never be recover­ 
ed. 
Every morning for several weeks 
thereafter Jose crawled away from the 
adobe hut in which he aud a number of 
others lived and came back quite late 
every evening. On these trips he took a 
pick aud shovel and occasionally a 
piece of lumber, no one knew for w hat 
purpose. 
Borne supposed that he was 
tuiuiug somewhere. 
By this tim e he 
had grown so despondent as to he en­ 
tirely uncommunicative, and no expla 
nation of his conduct could he obtained 
from him.

Something like a mile from the adobe 
house the searching party found a amal I 
clearing in the grass aud weeds. To the 
surprise of every one of the party a rude 


tK N ird box about 8 feet wide aud 0 feet 
long aud about IM inches in depth was 
found, lying upside down in the middle 
of the open place. 
The box was mime 
blately overturned, but nothing but a 
heap of loose earth was found under it, 
A closer examination revealed the fact 
that attached to the box were a number 
ut pieces of lariat. 
The explanation of 
all this was a mystery, aud at first it 
was act connected with the disappear 
anoa of the Mexican. 
An intim ate friend of the missing 
man then made an explanation which 
was pronounced entirely plausible aud 
cleared the mystery. The man said that 
the Mexican, after sustaining his in 
jury, had been entirely dependent upon 
strangers for his support aud sustenance, 
aud he was determined, if possible, aft 
er he was dead not to give them uny 
more trouble. 
He therefore devised a 
Hellenic by whioh he oould uot only kill 
but also, at the same time, bury him ­ 
self. 
How the thing was managed was 
easily enough determined by an inspec­ 
tion of the ground. 
The deceased had 
dug a grave, a rather shallow one, in 
which his skeleton was found some 
years later. 
After the grave was dug, which re­ 
quired some time, owing to the feeble 
condition of the deceased, lie placed the 
loose earth in a box that had been made 
for that purpose. 
This earth was pack 
ed in as solid as possible by being wet 
aud then allowed to dry ugaiu, so that 
when tile box was carefully stood unfits 
side w ith the earth toward the ground 
none of it fell o u t Several lariats were 
then stretched across from the upper 
tide of the box as it lay across the grave 
to stakes un tile other sida 
The box was then carefully balanced, 
ao that any object that might fail un 
the lariats would cause it to fall over 
the grave aud empty the earth it con­ 
tained ou top of the body. 
Iii this m an­ 
ner the unfortunate man not only killed 
but also buried himself almost in the 
same instant of time. 
Bo well satisfied were those who made 
the surprising discovery that their theo­ 
ry was correct that they did not take 
the trouble to dig in order to ascertain 
that the body was underneath. 
The 
theory, however, was further streugth- 
eued by the finding of the pistol with 
whioh the shooting had been done in 
some loose earth near the edge of the 
grave. 
It had evidently dropped there 
from the suicide's baud after he fired 
the fatal shot. 
This fact oouviuoed the 
searchers, and they returned w ithout 
making further investigations, so that 
the desire ut the unfortunate that no 
one should be troubled with burying 
him was realised.

I began teaching school 
in Toronto In the fall, hut have suf­ 
fered 
long 
from

shattered 
condition of my nerves. The noise 
of shuffling books or asking of ques­ 
tions by scholars Irritates me. 
I have 
taught in the public schools for six 
years. 
Was taken to my brother's 
home in East Liverpool after the 
accident and remained there for three 
weeks. 
My neck aud shoulders were 
badly bruised, but my chief sufferings 
were from my nerves.” 
Maggie McDole was next called and 
said: 
“ When I next saw my sister 
after the accident she was uncon­ 
scious, and was lying upon me In the 
car. 
I thought she was dead. She 
was taken away aud I did not see lier 
again until In the evening. She was 
sitting in a chair at my brother's 
home, and, while conscious, seemed lo 
be dazed.” 
T his was all the evidence In up to 
the tim e of going to press.

It must Is’ an uncanny sensation to 
look within your breast aud actually 
tee the pulsation of your own heart. 
Yet this has been the experience of 
diaries W Whitney, one of the men in 
blue who was injured in the Chieago 
Haymarket riot. 
His chest was tom 
away by the explosion of a bomb, and 
as he lay in the hospital bed he saw, 
with the aid of a hand mirror, his own 
throbbing heart. 
What is still more 
marvelous, he recovered and is today 
doing a man’s work and commands 91 OO 
a year more than an ablebodied police­ 
man traveling a ta a l 
May 4, I HHH, w as a blrxidy night in 
C hieago history. One hundred and sev­ 
enty stalwart men marched from the 
D* ^ d ailies Street station. They had been 
oom lled there for several days antici­ 
pating a crisis, and at 10:80 o’chs-’k the 
order to "fall in line” was given. 
The 
country thrilled with the horror thut 
followed. 
The efforts to disperse the 
mob and the throwing of a bomb that 
burst between Lieutenants Stanton and 
B<twier’s companies left over HO officers 
lying in a heap on Haymarket square 
One man died within an hour, and two 
others wen* hopelessly crippled by hav­ 
ing their legs blown off. Other men 
were cruelly maimed, 14 of whom are 
now dead. 
But of all the men Whitney stood the 
snottiest possible chance of life. 
His 
breast was horribly mutilaU’d, and bit# 
of exploded bomb were imbedded peril­ 
ously near the vital organa 
He was 
taken to the hospital, and after the neces­ 
sary probing the wound was sewed up. 
Just tafon* taking the stitched Dr. J 
B. Murphy inquired: 
"My brave boy, do yon want to see 
what no man ever saw tafore?” 
"Yea. 
What is it?" asked the oflftcei 
feebly. 
"Your owu heart." 
He handed his patient a mirror, and 
Whitney saw the gn*atest miracle ever 
given to human eyes. 
He now affirm* 
that the heart is not a movable organ, 
for it neither leaps up into the thin tat 
nor descends into the ls*>ts. 
In fact, it 
does not indulge in any of the acrobatic 
feats generally ascribed to it by imagi­ 
native writers. But he frankly acknowl­ 
edges that he is incapable of expressing 
his sensu! .on as he watched the oscilla­ 
tion of his heart. 
Within a month he was able to return 
hone* aud was supposed to be on tin 
road to recovery. Later he suffered a re- 
la]me, and, after weeks of unparalleled 
suffering, Dr. Murphy decided to resort 
to the un sit extreme operation known 
to scientific surgery. 
Iii the history ut 
surgical procedure in this country it wa* 
the third time it has ever been under­ 
taken, the former eases having proved 
fatal. 
A careful examination indicate 
that a piece of the bomb casing pene­ 
trated the breast tans, passing about 
midway between the seoond aud third 
ribs, and was located about oue-eightb 
of ail inch from the pericardium. 
Like 
a magnet coquetting with a piece 
metal, every throb of toe heart brought 
the piece of shell nearer until the piefc 
iug of the organ w as inevitable. 
The operation was set for Friday 
Nov. ti, 1886. 
Relatives aud friends of 
the injured man protested, and, thin 
Coining to his ears, he said: 
"I tun going to make a test ease of 
this and see if there is anything wrong 
with Friday.” 
Tho eventful morning came. The old 
wound w as completely hculcd, hut the 
flesh was laid open and Dr. Murphy pro­ 
ceeded to bore a hole through the oft! 
cer’s breastbone, very much as a skill 
ful carpenter uses an auger on u hard 
wood stick. 
The instrument used was 
trephine suitable for making a hole 
five-eighths of an inch in diameter. 
The delicate operation was a marvel 
ous success, for at the foot of this tiny 
tunnel lay the pieoe of bomb, which 
was easily plucked out with a pair of 
tweezer*. It was cone ahaped and com 
posed of almost equal parts of copper, 
zinc and lead, and was cozily ensconced 
in the outer fatty coating of the heart. 
It was over a year tafore it healed, 
and during that time he wore a rubber 
drainage tube. But it was several years 
before he was able to do any manual la 
bor. Meanwhile he watched the anarch 
ists’ trial, kept in touch with his com 
rades at the station und was detailed for 
light service. Then for three years he 
drove a patrol wagon aud afterward 
served as a messenger on the force. For 
a couple of years lie was officer at the 
Goodrich st oui, and two years ago he 
was appointed at the Carter Harrison 
public bath, where his star awes unruly 
bathers, lar e and small. 
He draws 
regular salary for his service, aud as 
long aa he lives he will have a pension. 
The law’s provide for this.
